Their Pride, tho obvious and 
inſolent, being grounded on meer Vanity, and 
empty Title, or full Baggs, never cou'd exert it 
ſelf thto 4 Generous or noble Action. Thus have 
Iknown a Piper receive Three Hundred Guineas 
for 4 Preſent, when the dig niſj d Man of Let- 
ters has been put off with a Complement, for 4 
Book worth all the Pipers in Chriſtendom.

In fo many Ages ſince Learning made a Figure 

in the World, we find not above Two Courtiers 
intereſting themſelves in their Protection: Me- 
cenas a Richelicu are the only Names. of

Figure that have known the trae Reaſons of Po- 
lity in the flouriſhing of thoſe Arts, which more 
imnediately poliſb'd and refin'd the Manners of 
the People. A trifling Preſent is the Extent - 
of the Bonny of or Contemporary Patrons, 
which they give not to the Merit of the Per- 
ormance, 1 to the Favour and Intereſt of the 
Author, with himſelf, or his Friends or Ac- 
quaintance. They uſe Poets and Authors like 
Commons Whores, juſt pay them the Mercenary 
Price of the Proftitntion of their Pen, and as. 
ſoon as the jordid Pleaſure is over, user think 
more on them. . 

While Arts and Sciences are thus neglected 
by thoſe, whom great Jules and preat Intereſt

If Greſham' Example will not be ſufficient, 
let us go to Antiquity, and there we ſhall find 
Athens, a City as buſy, and as much devoted to 
Trade as any in the World, which yet was the 


greateſt Nurſery of Arts: For Athens had her 


Miſers, Money-Broakers, Ujurers and the like 
in Abundance, as is evident from Ariſtophanes, 
Menander, &c. yet this 52 trading, ava 
11-1045 City, did more for the Encouragement 
of Arts, and brought them to a greater Per- 
ection, than all the Monarchs and Titular No- 
blemen of all other Nations put together, ev'n 
more than Rome it ſelf under all the Indul- 
gence of Auguſtus. Athens indeed was the 
Emporium of Arts, as well as Trade; and Mer- 
chants, Tradeſmen, Philoſophers, Poets, Paint- 
ers, Sculptors, Mathematicians, &c. contri- 
buted an equal ſhare to that Glory, which has 
ſo long outliv'd the City it ſelf. 

If we come to the Revival of Arts, we find 
it in a trading City; For Florence, in the 
Time of, and inſpir d by the great Trader 
Lorenzo di Medici, made the neareſt Ap- 
proaches to the Glory of Athens of any, when 
it gave us Michael Angelo, and divers others 
in all Arts and Sciences, little inferiour to the

Ring of 
England, George de Neville Earl of Bur- 
gen, had the misfortuge to be ſuſpected,

Being 
ſenſible of his Innocence, and how ill he had de.

mainder of his days in Tranquility in Fance, but 
wanting a * pretext to encompaſs that end 
for himſelf, he reſolved neyertheleſs ga have Roger 

Earl of Warwick, his Brother's Son, educated in 

that Kingdom, he being made his Gyardiea by thg 

faid Earl lately deceaſed. . 

'Twas not long before a favouralſle opportunity 
of ſending him thither oſſer ing it lf, ke thought 
fit to delay his Reſolution. Henfy VIII. by this 
time being mounted on the Throne of England,

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had a Siſter named Mary, a Lady of an exquiſite 
Beauty, and deſired in Marriage by ſeveral Sove- 
raign Princes; but King Henry, not deſirous to ſte 
her Married, had refuſed their Propoſals, till the 
Duke of Longuevile being taken Priſoner by Henry 
in the Battel of Eſperias, he propoſed to the Eng- 
liſh Court a Marriage betwixt the Princeſs Mary, 
and King Lewis XII. of France, _ 
The King of Er2/and received his Propoſition 
with ſingular marks of Satisfaction; and the French 
King Charm'd with the Portraiture of this lovely 
Princeſs, immediately ſent the General of Norman- 
dy into England, who concluded both the Marriage 
and a. Peace in fourteen Days, and conducted the 
Princeſs to Bologne. | Int A 
Before her departure from London, the Earl of 
Burgen prevail'd with her to take along with her 
the Earl of Warwick in the Quality of one of her 
Pages of Honour, who,notwithſtanding he was then 
not above Eleven years old, was much reſpeQed at 
that Court. The French King ſent the Duke of 
' Angeuteme to receive the Princeſs and to marry her 
by Proxy; and this great Lord, who was a very 
compleat and bandfom Perſon, diſcharged his Com- 
miſſion with ſo much Gallantry and Politeneſs, that 
che young Princeſs was Charm'd with his Perſon, 
and ſecretly bemoan'd her Fate, in that Heaven 
had not been pleaſed to beſtow ſo aimiable a Perſon 
upon her for a Hasband. He on the other hand 
began to be ſo far ſenſible of the effects of her 
Beauty and Charms, that he ſoon found the ſame 
flame to break out in his Breaſt, which already 
burnt in hers ; and he would certamly have puſh'd 
on his Paſſion and amorous Adventure to a higher 
pitch, had it not bin for the prudent advice of 
Mr. Duprat : This Gentleman try'd all means to 
diſſwade him from it upon the motives of Intereſt 


and Prudence; but finding the Duke not to give 
= / car 
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ear to them, (being two far gone to be recall'd 

by his Perſwaſions ) he difcloſed to him the ſecret 

Correſpondence betwixt this new Queen and the 

Earl of Si, and that was ſufficient to cure him 

of his Pafſion. | 
The King met the Queen at Abeville, where 

the Nuptials were celebrated with the utmoſt 

Magnificence; but the King died in ſix years after 

his return to Pars, at his Pallace of Tournelles. 

The Queen Relict declaring ſhe was not big with 

Child, and the Duke of Angouleme being Pro- 

claim'd King under the name of Francis, She with 

his conſent married the Earl of Se, and ſoon 

after return'd into Exgland. 

The Earlof Warwick remain'd in France at his 

Uncles deſire, where the King admitted him into 

his Court, in theſame quality he had ſerved ia to 

Queen Mary, and he attended that King in his 

Journey, when the two Kings of England and 

France were to have an Interview betwixt Arares 

and Guines, They were without all contradiction 

the two moſt Accompliſh'd and moſt Gallant Prin- 

ces in the World, and their Court being the moſt 

magnificent that could well be ſeen, they ſpent «+» 

ſeveral days in Courſes and Turnements in honour 

of the Ladies; and there being a vaſt Concourſe 

of People of the greateſt Quality there, to par- 

take and be Eye- witneſſes of the Interview and 

the Diverſions of theſe two great Monerchs, the 

Plain betwixt Ardres and Guines, got the Name of 

"The Plain of the Golden Cloath. | 
Amongſt a great number of other Ladies there 

preſeat, the Counteſs de Lorge had the ſatisfaction 

to ſee her Daughter Mademoiſelle de Montgomery 

admired and extoll'd above all the other Ladies 

that aſſiſted at theſe ſolemnities. The Earl of 

Warwick, who was then not above fifteen years of 

Age, was charm'd to ſuch a degree with this very 

9 11 B 2 Lady, 
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Lady, that he thought he ſhould have died for 
Grief, when the Earl of Burgen told him, That 
the King had ordred him to reconduct him back 
into England, and that he was going to return the 
King of France thanks for the many Favours he 
had bin pleaſed to ſkew him. Not daring to diſ- 
obey King Henry's Order, or his Uncle's pleaſure, 
with the greateſt diliatisfation imaginable he ſaw 
himſelf under a neceſſity of following the inten- 
tions of his ſuperiors, without ſo much as decla- 
ring his Paſſion to her who was the cauſe of it: 
Thus he embarqued tor England, but carried a- 
long with him ſo violent and tender an impreſ- 
ſion of the Charms of AHadamoiſelle Montgomery, 
that he bid adieu to all Delights and Pleaſures, 
fince the time he had lefr her behind him. 

Theſe two Great Princes parted ſo well ſatiſ- 
fied with one another, that nothing was talk'd of 
in all places but their inſeparable Union, and with 
what magnificence they had appear'd at this Inter- 
view, Among the Engliſh Lords the Duke of 
RAuckinaham had ©:1tdone all the reſt in ſplendour, 
but Cardinal Woolſey, the King's Favourite, un- 
derſtanding that that Duke, before his departure 
from London, had ſpoken againſt the King's Jour-: 
ney as uſeleſs and too chargeable to the Publick, 
he refolved to take this opportunity to procure 
his Ruin, out of a motive of. ſelf Intereſt, which 
he found means to effect: For no ſaoner was the 
King come back out of France, but he told the 
King the Duke had conſpired againſt his Perſon 
and Government, whereupon King Henry ordred 
him to come to Court to juſtify his Conduct, but 
was no ſooner come, than he ſaw himſelf and. 
the Earl of Burger his Son-in-Law committed to 

Priſon; and the Cardinal had the ſatisfaction to 
ſee his Head cut off upon a Scaffold, and the Earl 
of Burgen was not diſcharged till after ſeveral 

: | 1 Months 
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Months Impriſonment, and with the loſs of his 
Eſtate. | 

Theſe violent Proceedings ſoon yu the Earl in 
mind, to ſend the Earl of Marwick once more into 
France, dreading, the King's violent Temper, or 
rather his blind Inclinations tor the Cardinal: He 
took the liberty to Write a Letter to King Frances, 
deſiring him to continue to honour his Nephew 
with his Protection, which being grauted him by 
that King with all the teſtimonies of affection 
that could be, the young Earl, whoſe Heart was 
ſtil] iatirely devoted to Mademoiſelle onto omery, 
was tranſported with joy to meet her again at 
Court, ſhe being then Maid of Honour to the 
Queen. All his applications were to her, he made 
his Court to no body but to her, his perſeverance 
flattered him, not without ſome reaſon, with 
hopes of a tender return from that lovely Lady. 
About that time Cardinal Woolſey, who bare a 
ſecret grudge to the Emperour, put all his wits 
at work, to bring about a Marriage betwixt his 
Maſter and Princeſs Margrer of France, but Love 
overpower'd, if not quite overturn'd his Deſign; 
for the King of England fell deſperately in Love 
with Mrs. Auna Bouleign, Daughter to the Cheva- 
lier Rochford, This young Lady attended Queen 
Mary, when ſhe was Married to King Lewis XII. 
into France, in the Quality of Maid of Honour, 
and after her return thence, her exquiſite Beauty 
join'd to a refined Wit, and ſupported by a great 
ſhare of Cunning, captivated King, Henry to that 
degree, that he was not able to live without her; 
and took no other delight than how to pleaſe her; 
ſo that her conſtant refuſals of granting him that 
Favour he ſo much delired, made him reſolve to 
marry her. He omitted nothing he thought might 
engage the Pope to diſſolve his Marriage with 
Queen Catharine, but finding him to perſiſt im- 
by | B 3 | movable 
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movable in granting ſo unjuſt a demand, he was 
ſo exaſperated thereat, that from that time he 
reſolved upon the ruin of the Catholick Religion 
in England. | | 

Kiog Henry went to Bologne, where being met 
by King Francis I. and his Children, they there 

ave one another freſh aſſurances of a moſt ſincere 
Fricndſhip. The true motive of this Interview 
was, that the King of England intended to make 
his Complaints againſt the Pope to King Francs l. 
in Perſor, hoping to prevail with him, to oblige 
the Pope by their joynt Intereſt, to call a general 
Council. | 

In the mean time the Earl of Warwick had, by 
his own Merits and conſtant Addreſſes to Mada- 
moiſelle Montgomery, who had now no other de- 
pendance but on the Queen (her Mother the 
Counteſs de Lorge being dead) prevail'd fo far 
upon her, that ſhe conſented he ſhould ask her 
in Marriage from the King and Queen, he being 
now of Age, and independant from his Relations. 
This being a very advantageous Match for him, 
all his Friends ſhared his ſatisfaction with him, 
and having without much difficulty obtained from 
their Majeſty's a preſent he valued above every 
thing elſe, the Marriage was conſummated at 
Calais with the utmoſt magniſicence and entire ſa- 
t isfaction of all Parties; both Kings heap'd their 
Favours upon this Illuſtrious Couple, who went 
along with King Henry into England. The obſta- 
cles that Prince met with in his Love for Anna 
Bouleign, ſerving only to encreaſe his flame, he 
Married her, and had her Crown'd at Weſtminſter : 
But the Pope darting his Thunderbolt at him up- 
on that account, he declared himſelf the ſupream 
head of the Catholick Church, and perſecuted 
thoſe that oppoſed it, without any diſtinction of 
Sex aud Quality, not excepting even thoſe _ 
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had bin his moſt intimate and faithful Friends be- 
fore; nay, he carried his Reſentment ſo far, as 
not to ſpare the Reliques ; for he cauſed that of 
S8. Thomas of Canterbury to be burn'd among the 
reſt. Edward de Neville Courtray, Marqueſs of 
Exeter, and one of Cardinal Poole's Brothers, ani. 
mated with a juſt Zeal, repreſented to the King 
the wrongs he did to the Church ; but they paid 
with their Heads for their Councel. The Earl of 
Warwick being a near Kinſman to Edward Neville, - 
he was accuſed of having uttered ſome diſreſpect- 
ful expreſſions; ſo that to avoid a ſhameful Death, 
he was, notwithſtanding his lanocence, forced to 
lIcave the Kingdom. The reſt of that Family dread- 
ing more the loſs of their Lives and their Eſtates, 
than of their Souls and Honour, comply'd with 
the Kings Commands, and prov'd the moſt vio- 
lent Enemies that could be to the Earl of Warwick, 
Whoſe Eſtate was Confiſcated: But what moſt 
ſenſibly rouch'd him in all his Misfortunes was, to 
ſce himſels neceſſitated to leave behind him one 
of the handſomeſt and moſt virtuous Wives in the 
World; and a Daughter named Julia, not then 
above two years old. Having recommended this 
young Infant to his diſconſolated Lady, as the on - 
ly Pledge of their Conjugal Loves, he told her, 
He was reſolved to go to Venice, That the Pope, the 
Emperor and the Venetians being entred into 4 League 
againſt Solyman the Turkiſh Emperor, t mas there he 
intended to gain Honour or elſe a glorious Death. 

The Counteſs of Warwick was ready to expire 
for Grief at the intended departure of her Spouſe; 
ſhe would not make uſe of the Power ſhe had over 
him, to diſſwade him againſt it, becauſe the 
hazard he muſt day ly be expos'd to if he ſtay'd in 
England, appear'd moſt dreadful to her; beſides 
being ſenſible that he had nothing to bog for in 
his aative Country, and being then of an Age, 

| . which 
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which incites great Hearts to brave Actions: 
Her Virtne and Courage got the Aſcendant over 
her Love. ned 


He took Shipping, and in a little time got to 


Venice without any ſiniſter Accident; and being 
received by their General Cape/o with all the 
marks of particular eſteem ( becauſe the Houſe of 
Warwick was very well known to him) he em- 
bark'd aboard him, in order to joyn the Pope's 
and Spaniſh Gallies off of Corfu. It being reſol- 
ved in a Council of War to attack the Tl, 
theſe were ſo much ſurprized at the ſight of the 
Confederate Fleet, that they did not know whe- 
ther they had beſt to fight or not, till the brave 
| Barbareſſa, reſolved to repair his diſgrace in his 
Retreat from Corfu, advanced with his Squadron 
againſt the Confederates. 

The Venetian General Capello leading the Van, 
no ſooner ſaw the Trrks come in ſight of him, 
but ſtimulated by a noble Emulation, engaged the 
Twrks ſo furiouſly, that they were forced to retire; 
and the Prince Doria ſeeing the advantage the 
Venetians had got over the Enemy, advanced with 
his Squadron; but when every one thought he 
was ready to Engage, he gave the Signal to Re- 
treat to Cape Cal, : 

All tke other Admirals and Generals vex'd to 
the Heart at this unexpected diſappointment, 
could not forbear to break out into violent Ex- 
Preſſions, and by this time the Wind beginning to 
flacken, the Turi, who perceived the Diſorder in 
the Confederate Fleet, came out of the Gulph of 
Preveſa offering Battel to the Chriſtians, who durſt 
not venture upon an Engagement; their Com- 
manders being vex'd to the Soul, to ſee fo fair 
an opportunity of vanquiſhing the Txrks out of 
their Hands. Above all the reſt, Capello and the 
Fenctian Patriarch Grimali, animated with Shame 
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and Anger, went aboard Prince Doria, urging 
him not to fuffer that f. vourable opportunity For- 
tune preſented to them to be ſnatch d out of their 
Hands. Come, Come, my Lord, ſaid the Brave 
| Venetian, Let 1 go where Honowr calls us, let ts 
Engage an Enemy half Beaten already, witneſs their 
flight, 1 only ſt for your Orders to Engage: At the 
ſame time the whole Fleet reſounding with the 
joyful acclamations of the Soldiers and Seamen, 
who cricd out, A Barrel, a Battel, Victory, Victory. 
Doria almoſt confounded with Shame, ordred his 
Squadron to Advance towards the Enemy; but 
ſoon Retreated a ſecond time, when every thing 
ſcem'd to have a fair proſpect of Succeſs. | 
In the mean time Dragat Rais, a famous Twrkſh 
Corſair, intercepted and engag'd two Venetian 
Gallies, left behind at a good diſtance from the 
reſt; in one of which, as ill fortune would have 
it, was the Earl of Warwick : He perform'd ſuch 
Actions as amazed the Chriſtians, and terrified 
the Twks ; never did a Man make a braver Reſiſt- 
ance; but was at laſt overcome by the great 
Numbers of the Enemy. Some of the Yenerians, 
who ſaved themſelves by ſwimming, having given 
notice of his Death to the Admirals and Generals, 
they, as well as every body elſe that knew him, 
were moſt ſenſibly afflicted at his Fate. Ill News 
commonly flys faſter than good, and the Counteſs 
of Warnick, who was in continual Pains for her 
beloved Spouſe, never neglecting any Opportunity 
of hearing of him, ſhe ſoon was iaform'd of the 

Loſs ſhe had ſuffer'd. | 
The Virtuous Lady, now no more Miſtreſs of 
her Paſſion, found her ſelf fo far over-whelm'd 
with Pain and Grief, that ſhe ſoon perceiv'd her 
laſt Hour not to be far off; and her Inclinations 
being now altogether averſe to the World, after 
ſuch a Misfortune, there was nothing affected her 
but 
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but that ſhe was now to leave her dear Julie

Whilſt ſhe was labouring under this heavy 


Affliction, my Lord Douglaſs and his Lady came to 


give her a Viſit in the Country, where ſhe had bin 
ever ſince ſhe receiv'd the News of her Lord's 
Death: They were both Perſons of ſingular 
Merit, and the beſt Friends her late Husband and 


ſhe had in the World. The Houſe of Montgomery 


being alſo nearly related to that of Donglaſs,which 
is one of the moſt illuſtrious Families of Scotland; 
but upon ſome Diſguſt my Lord had left that 
Kingdom, and ſettled in England, where he 
Married Madam Bedford, a very deſerving Lady, 
and both were at that time in great Eſtcem with 
the King.

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account of her dear Child, and for fear their aſſi- 
duity might create ſome Suſpition among her

When ſhe was ſcarce Twelve Years of age 
ſhe might already paſs for the Wonder of her 
Time: She was tall, attended with a noble Air, 
yet fall of Modeſty and Sweetneſs, ſhe had large

not an eaſie matter to look at them without bein 
ſtruck to the Heart : She had a little Mouth, r 
Lips, a glorious ſet of Teeth :.

alſo Julia ſurpaſs'd her Country Women: She 
walk'd fo finely, ſhe danc'd with ſo good a grace, 
| ſhe ſung ſo charmingly, that ſhe gai d the Hearts 
and Admiration of all that beheld her. Fypolirus 
was no leſs accompliſh'd in his Kind than Julie 
was in hers: His Shape, Head, Features, his 
Air, his noble Fierceneſs, his Deportment, his 

Cunning, his Wit, his Complaiſance, all theſe, I 
ſay Nature had beſtow d upon him with ſo profuſe 
a Hand, that no body that ſaw him could leave 
him, without retaining ſome Inclinations for him. 
Lucilia had a great ſhare of Wit and Pleaſantneſt, 
and exceeded moſt others ſo farin Beauty, that- 


ſhe was ſcarce inferior to any but her Siſter; for 


both Hypelirns and ſhe believ'd her to be their 
Siſter, and they liv'd as ſuch in a perfect Union.

The Wounds of his 
Heart beginning to bleed afreſh at this Seperation,l 
am thenCondemn'd to loſe All, my dear Friend,ſard 
he, embracing him; We muſt part, I thought after 
what | had left behind in Back-nghamſhire, I could 
not be ſenſible of any other loſs, ſince that firſt 
ſtroak would make me inſenſible of all the reſt ; 
but conſidering the condition I fiad my ſelf in at 
this Moment, Iam apt to believe, that Love even 
in its moſt exalted degree, is not incompatible 
with Friendſbip; preſerve me yours my Lord, 
pray do that juſtice to theſe Sentiments | have for 
you: He was not able to ſay any more, and the 
Earl was ſo highly afflicted at this diſmal partin 
that he could ſay not one word, but Embrac 
him with ſach extraordinary marks of affection 
and with Tears in his Eycs, in my Lord and my 
Lady's preſence, that, notwithſtanding all their 
anger on account of having ſupported Hypolirns 
his Cauſe, they could not but be very well pleas'd 
thereat. As for Hypolitus, he was himſelf again 
expos'd to the trouble of his Father's and Mother's 
Leſſons and Advice; but being vext to the Heart 
| at their rigorous proceedings, he would not put 
ſo much of conſtraint upon himſelf as to hide his 
Sentiments, but broke out into ſuch mournful 
complaints, as would have touch'd any body's 
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Heart hut that of his Fathers. They had taken 
care alſo to provide him new Servants, being not 
very well ſatisfy d with thoſe that had remain d at 
the Earl of S«fex's Houſe in the Country. Hy 
litus rewarded their Fidelity with ſome Mony, de- 
ſing his Father to take care of them, which he 
promis'd to do, by taking ſome into his own Ser- 
vice, and recommending the reſt to ſome of his 
Friends. 

My Lord and my Lady Dough return'd in their 
Barge towards London, and took the Earl of 
Suſſex along with them, to take away all hopes 
from Hypolitas of returning a ſecond time: Before 


they were got quite out of ſight, the Wiad chop- 


piag about, they ſaw the Veſſel hoiſt their Sails, 
aud after a diſcharge of ſome Cannon, to make 
the beſt of his way to purſue his Voyage for A. 
Hypolitus remain'd upon Deck as long as he could 
ſee the Engliſh Shoar, ſending forth a Thouſand 


Sighs towards that part of the Country where a- 


bout he judg d his dear Julia might be; He wiſh'd 
a Thouſand times, that by ſome violent Tempeſt 
they might be forced back into one of the Engliſh 
Harbors : And it was not many Days after they 
had loſt ſight of the Exgliſh Coaſt, that they were 
overtaken by ſo violent a Storm, as put them in the 
utmoſt danger of being loft, all the Hands they 
had a Board being not ſufficient to manage the 
Ship; for the Maſts came by the Board, the Cables 


broke, and the Sails were ſhatter'd to pieces, the 


Vellel being ſometimes covered with Mountains of 
Water, which ſoon wou'd raiſe her up to the 
Clouds, and immediately afterwards ſeem to 
ſwallo her up in the Depths of the Sea; every 
one dreading; his approaching fate, they ſent forth 


moſt Lamentable crys to Heaven, looking with 


doleful Countinances upon thoſe ſhelves on which 


they fear d the Veſſel would be ſtaggd to pieces. 


Hypolitus 
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Hypolitus was the only Perſon there, who appear d 
more Couragcons than ali dali had for a long 
time bin accuſtom'd to the Danger of the Seas; 
he ſeem'd uudiſturb'd, expecting Death with an 
unſhaken reſolution; nay, he wiſh'd for it ſome 
times, as the only Remedy that was likely to rid 
bim of his Pain: notwithſtanding which, ſuch was 
his preſence of Mind, that he gave Orders in eve- 
ry thing that fell within his 3 
At laſt this terrible Tempeſt cealed, the Sky 
began to be Serene, no Thunder or Lightniag to 
be heard or ſeen any longer, the Storm was ſuc- 
cceded by a Calm, and the Sea became ſo ſmooth 
as if the W ind were quite Baniſn d from the Sea. 
All Hands were now employ'd in repairing the 
damage the Veſſel had received during the Tem- 
peſt, and they had mach ado to finiſh their Work 
before they were threatned with another Danger, 
by the ſo much Sagan wo and 3 
ragut Rais no ſooner light of the E 
1 Stig. but be prepared = an pan 69. 
the Engliſhman refuſing to Strike at the Sign giver 
him by the Pirate. *Twas at this time that Hy- 
palitus laying aſide all his Troubles, behaved him- 
ſelf like a Man of: Action, encouraging the Cap- 
taiu and Seamen, not only by. his Words, but al- 
ſo by his Example. After they had ply'd one 
another briskly for ſome time with their Great 
Guns, the Jar Boarded the Engliſhmar, upon 
which occaſion Hypolitus did wonders ia his own 
| Perſon, appearing every where where the Danger 
was. greateſt, carrying every thing before him 
where-ever he came: At laſt he leap'd into the 
Enemy's Ship, follow'd only by a few of his Men 
but the great Actions they per form'd aboard the 
Turkiſh Veſſel, put Dragat Rais into ſuch a Fright, 
that he thought it his ſafeſt way to think of re- 
treating, for fear of falling into his Enemy's 
* - Handy 
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Hands. Accordingly he gave the neceſſary Or. | 
ders for gettiag his Ship off clear from the Engliſh. | 
man, which he would have found a hard matter 
to eſſect, had not Hypolitus at the ſame time per- | 
ceived a Turt aboard his own Ship laying about 
him moſt bravely, killing all that came 1a his way, 
and making a Baricado of dead Carcaſſes to de- 
fend himſelf alone againſt all the reſt, ſo that 
ſcarce any one durſt venture to come near him. 
Seized with a noble Emulation to fight this brave 
Enemy, Hypolitus got back again into the Emzlfh | 
Veſſel, and whilſt theſe two brave Men were en- 
gaged in a molt furious Combat, the Pirate took ll * 
the opporcunity cf getting clear, and ſhearing off: 1 

Nothing elſe could have par ted theſe two valiant 
Men ho were both wounded in ſeveral places, and ( 
he who belonged to the Tk: Ship 1 himſelf e 
left behind alone, had no other way left him . 
than to ſurrender himſelf to Hypolitus, whom he p 
judged to be moſt worthy of that Honour. Uſe 7 
me, ſaid he to him gn Engliſh, as I have always uſed WM * 
thoſe of your Nation, who hitherto have always b 
had reaſon to be ſatisfied with my Deportment ! 
towards them. I hope, ſaid Hypolitus to him, 

you ſhall likewiſe have no other reaſon than to 
be ſatisfied with me; and ſo he went to the Cap. 9 
rain of the Ship, deſiring he might be treated 
with peculiar reſpect, as a brave and valiant Man. 
We owe every thing to your Valour ſaid the 
Captain, and ſince without your aſſiſtance, we 
ſhould ſcarce have come off with ſo much Honour 
as we have done, the Perſon you intercede for is 
at your abſolute diſpoſal; the only thing | have 
to elire of you, being to take care of your ſelf, 
and to have your Wounds look'd after without 
delay. Hypolitus return'd him thanks for his Ci- 
vilities and Care, and finding himſelf much weak- 
ned, becauſe- he had loſt abundance of Blood, he 
| | : Was 
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was forced to lay himſelf to reſt upon his Bed ; 
but he ſcarce got thither, when remembring his 
Priſoner, he ordred a Bed to be got ready for 
him in his own Cabin, where he deſired him to 
lye down and let his Wounds be ſcarchd. None 
of them were found to be dangerous, and had 
Hypolitus bin as ſecure in all other reſpects, his 
Cure would have been both eaſie and ſhort 3; but 
ſo ſoon as he had no more Enemies to encounter,

Priſoner heard him cry out in his Sleep for ſeveral 
Nights ſucceſſively, Oh ! Julia, Julia, in loſing 
thee I have loſt All; nothing can Comfort me for 
your Abſence. | Ng Ne. 

After this, it was no hard matter for ley 
(for that was the Valiant Priſoner's Name) to 
gueſs that Hypolitus was in Love, and overbur- 
then'd with heavy Afflictions. Auley was of 2 
| middle Age, exactly well ſhap'd, and had moſt 
regular Features, with a certain haughty and 
noble, but moſt engaging Air, and Politeneſs in 
his Converſation. I cant well conceive, ſaid Hy. 
politus to him one day, how a Perſon that makes 
profeſſion of Pirating ſhould appear with ſo Ho- 
nourable a Character, ſo agreeable, and ſo far 
different in his whole deportment from what may 
be ſuppoſed to belong to the Life that you lead ! 
AMuley fetching a deep ligh, told him, that every 
one was not at all times Maſter of his own Deſtiny,

but own, that God had not ſent him into this 
World to act the Pirate; but that he was com- 
pell'd to embrace this Life by the Barbarous 
uſage of Dragut Rais. This Anſwer raiſed a more 
than ordinary Curioſity in Vypolitus, I ſay in the 
ſame Hypolitus, who ever ſince he had bin forced 
to leave his Miſtreſs, had not ſhewn' the leaſt con. 


cern for any thing; but now feeling within his

| Litas fetch'd a ſudden cry, and appear'd fo far 


Tranſported with Joy, that my Lord Wartict 


(for it was actually he) could not but be ſurpriz'd. 


at his Deportment, nor gueſs at the reaſon there- 
of; but their firlt ſurprize being over, Hypolitus 
by thoſe extraordinary marks of Teaderneſs and 
Reſpect, e ſoon convinc'd him that he had 
ſuch Sentiments for his Perſon, as could not he 
the product of a few Minutes Converſation, he 


conjur d him to give him a relation of his Ad ven- 


tures, aſſuring him, that no body in the World 
— * take a greater fhare in them than him-

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I may ſoon ſatisfy your Curioſity, ſaid be to him, 
I am a Catholick, you are not unacquanted with 
my Family, I Married one of the Handſomeſt 
and moſt Vertuous Women in the World ; but 


Fortune envious of my happineſs, and the ſatis- 


faction | enjoy'd in her, ght fit to part us; 
For Edward Navelle my near Kinſman being accus 

of, and Condema'd for High Treaſon, had his 
Head cut off; and the King being inform'd that I 
had let drop ſome threataing words, I ſoon be- 
came the object of his Hatred, which oblig'd me, 
to avoid the eſſects of his Vengeance, to quit my 


dear Spouſe and the Kingdom alſo, leaving with 
| my Vertuous Wife one Daughter only,nam'd Julia, 
which was then no more than Two Years old, and 


very dear to us both. If at that very inſtant the 
Earl of Warwick had caſt but ana Eye upon Hypo» 


litus, he might ſoon have diſcover'd in his Countes 


nance the various Agitations this nameproduc'd in 
his Soul; but his thoughts being taken up wholly 
with his Relation, he cont inu'd thus: I wear 
to Venice, embark'd aboard the Fleet Command- 
ed by their Chief General Capella, and being joya'd 
by the Spaniſh and the Popes Gallies near Corſo, 
we engag d Barbaroſſa, and the Galley | was in, 
more than once attackd that wherein was the 
Famous Carſaire Dragut Rais, with good ſucceſs on 
our ſide, but very unfortunate him; for | 
llew Zwmkin Rais his own Brother, whom he lov'd 
as tenderly as his own Life: He Swore he wou'd 
be reveng'd of me, and ſucceeded in his Vow ; for 
whilſt we were hovering about the Gulph of Ae, 
and the Prince Daria retreating with his Squadron

mated with hatred againſt me, took this oppar- 
tuaity of ſurrounding our Galley with bis whole 
Squadron; Ididall | could to defend my ſelf againſt 
ſo many Enemies, and was ſeconded moſt bravely 


by. 
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by another Venetian Galley ; but being quite over. 
er'd, drop't into the Sea cover'd all over with 

ounds : Drague Rais who ſaw it, Commanded 
me immediately to be taken up, not out of agy 
kindneſs to my Perſon, but to ſatisfy his revenge 
for the Death of his Brother, for he put me imme. 
diately in Chains. | | 

Whatever promiſes or propoſals I could make 
to him for my Liberty, it availd nothing: I had 
continued in this miſerable condition for above 
four Years, when we took an Engliſh Veſſel after 


a ſmart Engagement ; the Misfortunes of my 
Country-men ſerved only to revive ia me the 


Thoughts of my own; I ask'd them what news 


they brought from England, and whether they 
had heard nothing lately concerning the Counteſs 
of Warwick? There hapned to be among the 
Engliſh Priſoners, one whom ſhe: had taken into 
her Service ſince 1 left England, and who had liv'd 
with her till ſhe dy d; a doleful fatal Day to me, 
and which I can never call to mind without Tears. 


The Earl over-burthen'd with Grief, ſtopt here 


for ſome time, till at laſt reaſſuming the thread of 


his Diſcourſe, and recovering his Spirits, almoſt 


drooping at the remembrance of that Malancholly 
Hour, I underſtood by him, continu'd he, that my 
Lady Warwick hearing the news of my being ſlain 
(which ſhe believed to be roo true) ſhe was fo 
overwhelm'd with Grief, as to ſink quite under it 
paſs'd all Recovery ; in ſhort, ſhe Dy'd in a few 
Days after. This ſad Relation was follow'd by a- 
nother, viz. By that of the Death of my Daugh- 
ter, that Innocent Babe, that was ſo dear to me, 
being the only thing after her Mother's Death that 
could incline me to live. Tis certain that this laſt 
{troak, quite cruſh'd me almoſt to nothing. fuch 
was my Affliction as to render me quite inſenſible 
of all the hardſhips of my Captivity ; and — 5 
a 1 
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ſuch a degree, that the Corſair was vex'd at it to 


the Heart, he renew'd his Threats continually, 
but theſe proved ineſſectual upon me, becauſe 
every thing was now become jo indifferent as 
to me, even my Misfortunes themſelves, that 
the beſt Comfort | had, was to ſee my ſelt in 
Chains, ſhut up in a dark Hole as like in a Grave, 
which put me in hopes of my approaching Death. 
How often uſed I to blame my ſelf, to have left 
my Wife and Daughter at ſuch adiſtance from 
me ! If it had — God, ſaid 1, to have ſpared 
but one of thele 
ſome Conſolation ; but, alas ! all is loſt to me! 
And ſuch is my Misfortune, that whilſt I am de- 
barr'd from being among the living, I can't as 
yet be number'd among the dead. : 

| will not abuſe your Patience with a long recital 
of my Grief, it will ſuffice to tell you, that after 
a moſt doletul Captivity of Eight Years, Draęut 
Rais one day remembring me again (for I am ſore 


he had forgot me) ſent for me, and no ſooner came 


into the open Air, but I fell into a Swoon ; but 
ſoon recovering my ſelf, Come, come, /aid he, 
Warnick, take courage, I have a great mind once 
more to put a Sword into thy Hand, provided 
thou wilt ſwear to me by what is moſt Sacred 


among you Chriſtians, that thou wilt draw it 
for nobody but for me, and againſt all my Ene- 
mies without Exception; If thou agreeſt to this 


Propoſal, continued he, giving me his Hand, I 
will give thee my Word, thou ſhalt be as much 
reſpected here as my ſelf ; nay, thou ſhalt Command 
and be obey'd here, and thou ſhalt have an equal 
Share in my Fortune; and to give thee a con- 
viocing proof of it, thou ſhalt be call'd Auey, 
a Name I have in great Veneration, and wear 
the ſame Habit as I do, tho this be a thing ſcarce 
ever practiſed among the Afahomerant.

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Letter in the Earls Packet for my Lord Douglas, 


and ſent a Packet of his own with ſeveral other 
Letters, among which you may ſuppoſe, That to 


his dear Julia was the firſt in Rank and Moment, 
the reſt being for Lucilia and the Earl of Suſſex, un- 
to whom the Packet was directed, with advice, 
That he expected their Anſwer at Florence, whi- 
ther he was to go by his Father's abſolute Orders. 
He had given a Letter to his Son to the Senator 
Alberti, wherein he recommended his Son to his 
utmoſt Care, with all imaginable Expreſſions of 
Tenderneſs. So the Earl of Warwick and Hypeli- 
tus, without making any ſtay at Legborn, Lacca 
or Piſa, went directly to Florence, where they 
continued to give one auother all poſſible De- 


monſtrations of Eſteem and Friendſhip. 


Whilſt theſe things paſsd betwixt them ia 
Italy, the diſtreſs'd Jalia enjoy'd neither the leaſt 
Repoſe nor Health in England; her Grief had 
produc'd ſuch an Alteration in her, that ſhe was 
ſcarce to be known by her beſt Friends : She 
was ſo far from appearing abroad in the World, 
that ſhe ſcarce ever ſtirr d out of her Chamber. 
If ſhe had any tolerable Moments, it were thoſe 
ſhe ſpent with her dear Lacilia, or with the Earl 
of Suſſex, which was not very often, for fear of

As for the Earl of Bedford, he was for ſome

becauſe ſhe was now reſoly'd to renounce the 
World for ever. But whatever ſhe could tell 
them upon that polat, they did not believe her 
to bereal, and were ſofar from complying with

Times. Coſmus de Medicis, the then reigning 
Duke of Florence, who happen'd to keep his Court 


there at that time, would fain have engag'd the 


Earl of Warwick to ſtay at Florence; and gave ſo 


| favourable a Reception to Hpolitu, that he might 


well have flatter'd himſelf with great Advantages 
to be obtain'd there, had he bin in a Capacity to 
employ his Thoughts upon any thing elſe but upon 
his preſent troubleſome State. Moſt People 
perceiv'd it, and Hypolitus finding himſelf not 


in a Condition to hide it, deſir d Seignior Albert; 


not to make any long ſtay at Court. 2 
At the ſame time my Lord and my Lady Douglas 

did, in the fo much deſir'd abſence of their Son, 

taſte the Sweats of an agreeable Tranquility, there

rather die on the Spot than dot. | 
They had juſt finiſh'd their Diſcourſe, when 
coming to the beforementioned fine Houſe, they 
were conducted into a ſpacious Room, without 
being unty d; ſome Victuals was ſet beſote them, 
but they would eat none, which the Juſtice (who 
was an ill natur'd ſurly Fellow,and in theſe Times 
cf Treuble, preſumed he might ſtretch his Autho- 
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tity beyond its due Bounds) being acquainted 


with, he came to them, and told them, they had 
belt ro comply with what was deſired of them; 
that their Deliverance or Death was in his Hands, 
25 the caſe ſtood, and that he ſwore to them by all 
that was holy and ſacred, that in caſe they would 
not do what was propoſed to them, they might 
make no other account, than upon a certain Deaths 
and therefore he would adviſe them not to pur ic 
tothe Tryal.

out of their Hands(becauſe they would prove more 
ſerviceable to them than thoſe they had) and fight- 
ing like two enraged Lyons, you might have ſeen 
them in an inſtant covered all over with Blood, 
and wounded in ſeveral places? ulla and Lucilia, 
who were not preſent at this Spectacle, becauſe 
they being naturally of a ſweet Diſpoſition, took 
no delight in ſo cruel a Divertiſement, hearing an 
extraordinary noiſe that way, and the Cries of the 
Ladies, (ſome out of fear others out of pity) run

ators were placed, which had divers Marble Steps 
leading into the Place where the Tumult was: 
They caſt their Eyes, tho' not without much Re- 
luctancy upon the pretended Gladiators, whomat 
_ firſt they could ſcarce diſtinguiſh in this Confuſi- 
on from the reft : But alas! twas not long before 
they diſcovered their dear ypo/rtus and his Ge- 
nerous Friend: Gueſs what a fight what a ſtroik 
this muſt be ro them! What words are ahle to 
expreſs their Surprize, their Fear, their Afflitti- 
on: Juſt Heavens! *tis Hypolitus, tis him, cry d 
they both at once; ſo running headlong down the 
Steps, made all the haſte they could to ſecure 
what they lov'd from fo imminent a danger.

together, that it was he who bad wounded him in 
the Garden, when he was attemp:'ug to carry oft 
— by force; in one Moment every thing pre- 
ented it ſelf before his Eyes, which he had to feat, 
and theſe Surmizes wete in his Mind changed into 
undeniable Kealities: But ſo ſoon as he was told 
by the Juſtice of the Peace, that theſe two Gen-

im2ginable Thanks for her Goodneſs, took a moſt 
tender farewe! of one another. How much ſtand 
© [indebted to you, my dear Friends ? /,] ͤ Hy po- 
 litus embracing them, you eſpouſe my Quartel 

© and inſtead of oppoſing your Intentions as 

* ought to do, I conjure you not to negleft any 
* opportunity of finding out my Enemy. They 
told him, he might rely upon them; and that 
they would convince him at the peril of their 
Lives, that they loved hirn above all other things. 
Laſt of all they came to this farther Agreement, 
That after a Month's ſtay in that place where 
each of them defign'd for, they ſhould return to 


London, and meet at the E. of Syſſex's Houſe, who 


went to Die p ; . took the way to Calais, 
in tde Company of his Friend Leander, as far as 
Dover, where having ſeen him embark'd for Ca- 
les, he did the ſame in another Ship bound for 
the Illes of Guernſey and Fer ſey, becauſe ſome- 
times Paſſengers return that way out of France 
iato e, | WP 

They happily arrived at their ſeveral Ports, but 
we leave the other two for this time, to follow 
Hypolitis to Calais. He happening to lodge in. 
tie ſame Inn where Julia had lodg'd before, the 
hiſt thing he ask d after was, Whether they had 
not ſeen ſuch and ſuch a Lady, deſcribing to them 
bet Features and Shape, as well as poſſibly he 
could, as likewiſe her Husband. The Woman of 
the Houſe told him, ſhe had lain there one Night.

laſt caſt his Eyes upon the Glaſs-Window, on 
which 74/:a had written the beforementioned 
Words with a Diamond; Good God, how fu- 
prized was he at the fight thereof! How he ſtocd 
amazed! And what a Comfort did this prove to 
him under his preſent Circumſtances ! He kiſsd 
the Hand-writing, and took out that piece of 
Glaſs on which it was written, lookin it 
as a more precious thing to him, than if it had 
been the fineſt Oriental Diamond in the World , 
and as this Demonſtration of his not being forgot- 
ren by his beloved Miſtreſs, much encreaſed his 
Paſſion and Acknowledgment ; ſo he took all poſ- 
fible Precautions not, ro miſs the Earl of Be 
in his return for Exgland, in caſe he ſhould take 
the way of Calais. y— 

He had ſtaid three Weeks, expecting his coming 
with the urmoſt impatience and eage: defire of

moſt furious Looks at one another, their Fyes 
ſparkling with Anger like Fire. No ſooner did 
ſce themſelves at a ſufficient diſtance from 


the Town, but without any further delay they 
dtew their Swords, and the one being animated 


by Love and Rage, the other by Jealouſic and 2 
deep Reſentment, they fought with Co much De- 
ſperation, that it was likely this Combat would 
ſcarce end but with the loſs of one, if not both their 
Lives They fought with ſo much eagerneſs, that 
both of them were ſoon wounded in diverſe pla- 
tes; till at laſt Hypolitus enraged to meet with 
ſo much reſiſtance from a Man whom he mortal ly 
hated, cloſed and threw him upon the Ground: 
He ask d for Quarter, which ny moſt ge- 
detouſly promiſed him, on Condition that he 
ſhould ſer Julia at Liberty; when a Servant of 
the Earl of Bedford's, who had follow'd his Ma- 
ſter at a diſtance, and lay concealed behind an old 
Boat upon the Sands, near the Sea-ſhoar, ſeeing 
his Maſter reduced to this Extremity, came from 
behind and ran his Sword into Hypolit uss Back, 


ſo that he drop'd down for Dead; and the Fel- 


low ſuppoſing no otherwiſe than that he had been 
2Qually ſo, ran preſently to the aſſiſtance of his 
Maſter, and ſupporting him with his Arms, car- 


n d him to a Fiſher's Hutt hard by, where he lay 
down upon anold Quilt, till they could ger Sut- 


geons to ſearch and dreſs his Wourds. They ha- 
ring no fatther Buſineſs at Calais, reſolved to get 
on Board the Ship that was to carry them into 
England, as faſt as they could, which they 
did accordingly z and engaged the Surgeon 10 
go along with them, for fear his Wounds 
ag" open afreſh, by the violent agitation of 
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HyeoL1Tus Earl of DoucLas. 


In the mean while the too unfortunate Hyz-/;- 


tus left deſtitute of all help, was wallowing in 
his own Blood, and that at fo confiderable a di. 
ſtance from the Town, and pretty late at Night, 
that there was but little hopes of his meeting with 
any ſeaſonable Aſſiſtance in that place. But his 
Gentleman, who loved him entirely, fearing 
ſome ſiniſte? Accident ſhould befal him, and not 
ſeeing him return by that time it was dark, he 
rock ſome along with him with a Fl:mbeaux,who 
diſperſing into ſeveral parts, enquired after Hype 
/itus. He having been already three Weeks at 
Calais, began to be pretty well known there, fo 
they were directed into the Road, which ſome 
Country People had ſeen him rake, in Company 
of another Perſon. They fiſt of all eſpy'd the 
Fiſher's Hutt, and approaching near it, found 
ſome Blood upon the Ground, (which iſſued 
from the Eatl's Wounds as he was carry ing this 


ther) and following the Tract, came at laſt to 


the place where Hyolitus lay extended upon the 


Ground, withour the leaſt ſenſe or motion. They 


cut ſome Branches and Twigs of Trees, which 
they tu iſted and 3 together, and fo carry'd 
him to his Inn. our Wounds proved 19 
dangerous, thar his Gentleman thought fit to give 


Advice thereof to my Lord Deuglac. He was inf. 


nitely concerned at this diſmal News; he was his 
only Son, and a Son of ſuch extraordinary Quali- 
fications, as made him beloved even by Strangers; 
judge then how much his Family muſt be atflifte1 
atrhis Accident, E = 
My Lord Powe/ni's Lady and Lucilia, went im- 
mediarely for Cui, where they found him al. 
moſt at the laſt Extremity. Now it was that his 


Father and Mother, mortally afflidted at ths 


Catualty, began to repent, but too late, hr the 
eve-

Hxrortrus Earl of Doug. as. 
Severities they had laid upon him, to ſuppteſs a 
Paſſion 10 juſt and ſo innocent as that of Hypolitus, 
who, notwith[tanding all the ain had 
endured upon their account, was ſo 
ed with their Grief, that heconjured them to mo- 
derate it, unleſs they intended to encreaſe his 
Misfortune. The Earl of Suſſex and Leander, re- 


tuning to London much about the ſame time, 


heard the News of their Friend's Quarrel and its 
fatal Co nſequences, and reſolved to go thither 


immediately to ſee him. 


Hypolitus at the fight of them, felt within him- 
ſelf all that Exceſs of SatisfaQtion, a Man under 
bis Circumſtances can be capable of; as they on the 
contrary, could not but be ſeized with the utmoſt 


Grief, to ſee him ſo near his End. Not withſtand- 


ing the utmolt Extremity he ſtruggled under, he 


neglected not to preſent Leander to my Lord 


Douglas, and to my Lady his Mother, conjuring 
them to look upon him no otherwiſe than their

Hypolirys was pretty well recovered whet this 
News was brought to his Friend and Siſter; he 
was no leſs ſenſible of their ſatisfaction, than it it 
had been his own, and this conti ibuted not a little 
towards the advancement of his Cure ; but ht was 
adviſed by his Phyſicians and Surgeons to actom- 
pliſh it by drinking the Waters of Bowrbon : He was 
abſolutely againſt it, all his Thoughts being now 
bent uponRevenge; he could ſcarcely ſtand upright 
when he was contriving already to get into Enp- 
land, to find out the Earl of Bedford, and either 
to periſh under his Hands, or make bim fall by 
his.

If 
you will do me a piece of Service, which I will 
keep in perperual Remembrance, fe:d ſhe to thi 
good Iman, find out as ſoon as poſſihly you can, 
a place where I may hide my ſelf; being ſenfible 
that it will not þe lang before they-will be here, 
to take me away by force. The Shepherdeſs car- 
ry'd'her up, without loſing one Minute, into as 
old Granary, where they had laid up Provifions 
for their Houfe; and having ſhew'd her a dark 
hole, where no Body could peſlibly find her out, ( 
ſhe- went down to Work again. Soon after, tuo 
Horſemen came at full ſpeed up to the Door of |

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ker Hut, and ask'd her abundance of Queſtions 
concerning Julia, whom they deſcribed to her,

He told her, he had ſeen 
ſeveral paſs by, and ſome Mask'd and wounded, | 
riding full ſpeed, that one of them rid, on pur- 
ſe, out of his way to ask him, Whether he 
ad not ſeen a young Lady all alone; and that 
he told them, he had not; ſo he went on with 
the reſt. Julia not queſtioning but that they 
would go in queſt of her, had one of the worſt 
Nights of it that can well be imagined. By god 
Chance ſhe had her Purſe and ſome Jewels about 
ter, being not as yet undreſs d when they carry' 
her away; ſo ſhe gave ſome Money to her Holtz, 
to engage them, for their own ſakes, to keep her 
ſecrer, and be ſerviceable to her. She told them, 
crying moſt bitterly; © You ſee what a condition | 
am in, I muſt not ſtay here, but look out for 
* ſome place of Security; but pray adviſe me, 
* what 1 had beſt to dg, to keep my ſelf from 
being known, for I am fo much overburther'd 
* with Grief, that I am not capable of raking any 
* Reſolution. I would adviſe you, Madam, / 
* the Shepherdeſs, to put on my Cloaths, and 
© under that Diſguiſe, you may be long enougd 
without being taken. She approved of her 
Counſel, and willing to try what a Figure ſhe 
was likely to make under that Diſguiſe, ſhe dreſ- 
ſed her ſelf like a Shepherdeſs, but appear'd fo 
handſome, notwithſtanding all the care ſhe took 
to conceal her Air and her Face, that both the La- 
bourer and his Wife, were then of Opinion, that 
it was imp»oſhble, under that Dreſs, to diſguiſe 
1. At laſt, after ſome further confi- 
derations, the good old Man adviſed her to diſ- 
guiſe by ſclt under a Man's Habit, and to paſs 
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for a Pilgrim; for, being very tall, ſhe might paſs 


for a young Man; looking upon this as rhe molt

e could to make him give him ſome inſight into 
this Adventure. But all he could get out of him 
was, that he believed his Maſter being in Love 
with Julia, had, for a conſiderable time, been re- 
ſolved to carry her away by force; but what had 
made him haſten io put his deſign in execution, 
was, that one of the Senator A/bertt's Servants; 
whom he had debauched by Money to facilitate his 
ntrance into the Houſe, had inform'd'him, how 
the Senator, his Maſter, intended to ſeize herby 
force the ſelf ſame Night.

I conjure 
you to tell me the Truth without the leaſt diſ- 
* guiſe. Lucilia pauſed a while upon what An- 
{wer ſhe was to give him, which making the Se- 
nator ſuſpett ſome Myſtery in the thing, he 
urged her ſo far home, that ſhe could not refuſe 
any longer to give him the whole Relation of Ju- 
Aas Affairs. He was ſg much ſurprized, as to 
be almoſt inconſolable, for having importuned 
her with his Paſhon ; © You would have ſaved me 
abundance of Trouble, faid he to Lacilia, had you 
thought me ſooner worthy of being your Con-

immediately, being ſeized with a burning Fever, 


| which in a few days time put an end to his Life, 


being much regretted by his Son and all his 
Friends. | 

Whilſt they were bewailing the Senator's Death 
at Florence, the Unfortunate Julia, now diſguiſed 
under a Pilgrim's Habit, having given a ſufficient 
Reward to her kind Hoſts, and enjoyn'd them to 
deliver a Letter to Lucilia, wherein ſhe gave an 
account of her intended Journey, left her

out of her Chamber, and jt being a bright Moon-

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God, gueſs ar her Amazement, when ſhe felt her 
ſelf wounded with a Daggerby a Man, whom ſhe 
ſoon knew to be the Marqueſs Becare//y, her Hus- 
band, and who no ſooner left her, but went to- 
wards Sy/v10 to revenge himſelf upon him. Being 
throughly awakened at the noiſe, and nor a little 
frightned at the approachingdanger, he got up as 
faſt as he could, in order to make his Eſcape, but 
received a Wcund in the Arm, by the ſame Hand 
that had wounded the Lady. This Man, turn d 
quite furious with ſealouſie, was a going to ſe. 
cond his Blow, had he not been prevented by two 
Gentlemen, who being his Confidents, ſtop'd his 
Hand, and put him in mind of what Project had 
been concerted berwixt them, which he was not 
likely to effect, if he ſhould kill this young Stran- 
ger; ſo they ſent Sy/vio a Priſonet to a ſtr 
and dark Tower. The Unfortunate Marchioneſs, 
in the mean while falling into a Swoon, and 
ſwimming in her own Blood, her Husband or- 
dered her to be carry'd to het own Apartment, and 
to be watch d cloſely like a Priſoner there.

Becare!!y, before he went on his Journey, a thing 
not very difficult to be done, if you joyn gear 


Promiſes to your preſent Liberality. He had en. 
GAs | joyn d 
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joyn'd this young Woman to give him an exact 


account, by Letter, of his Lady's Conduct in his 
Abſence; and ſhe had been ſo punctual as to com- 


concerning S , and her Paſſion for him. The 
Marqueſs enraged at this News, came home with 
all you heed, and knowing himſelf conceal- 
ed of two days, by Eugenia's Aſſiſtance, in his 
own 

ſurprizing his Spouſe with her Lover, his Inten- 
tion was to have her ſhut up like a Priſoner,for the 
reſt of her Life, to have all her Eſtate adjudged to 


himſelf, and to proceed againſt Sy/v;o as the worſt 


of Criminals; but when he ſaw her ſeated upon the 
Bedſide of this Stranger, he way ſo far from being 
Maſter of his Anger, that during the firſt motions 
of his Jealouſie he wounded chem both. 

In thg mean while Julia, under the Diſguiſe of

ſhur up in a dark Tower, remain'd in ſo deplora- 
ble a Condition, as would have touch'd the worſt 
of her Enemies with Compaſſion: She was wound- 
ed in the Arm, quite 8 by the long Series 
of her Misfortunes, diſturbed at her hard fate, 
without any hopes of aid, and in the greateſt 
Perplexity in the World what to do under her pre- 
ſent diſmal Circumſtances. She was once incli-

Life: For conſidering, that if her Husband, quite 

diſtracted with Jealouſie and Choler, who had 

wounded her with a Dagger, ſhould be convinced

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of her Innocence, and conſequently dreading the 
effects of her and her Families Reſentment, might 
1o far tranſgreſs all bounds of Humanity, as to 
have her Poiſon'd.; to prevent, by this means, the 
diſcovery of the whole matter; ſo that upon ſe 
cond Thoughts, ſhe judged it more for her ſafety, 
to let juſtice take its coutſe, by which means ſhe 
ſhould free her ſelf out of her Enemies hands. 
She had the worſt Night of it that can well be 
imagined ; after the Wound given her with the 
Dagger was dreſs'd, they ſearched her, and found 
the Marchioneſs's Picture in her Pocket; which 
they intended to make uſe of as a cotrobotat ing 
proof againſt them both. ig was infinitely 
ſurprized to find this Picture about her, which ſhe 
had not ſo much as ever ſeen before; neither 
could ſhe imagine how it came into her Pocket; 
ſo they conducted her in a Coach to Bologna. It 
would prove a very difficult Task to repreſent the 
various Troubles this Fair and Unfortunate Lady 
laboured under at that time.

* E expett from you? Having not received the 
+ leaſt News from you in ſo long a time, what 
< reaſon have I ro imagine, that you thould 
ſo much as remember me? And is it my hard 
Lot, to have this additional Afflictien, to 
think you love me no more? She cry d bitterly 
all the time ſhe was upon the Road, tho? her 
Tears ſtood her in no ſtead, but only to expoſe 
her to the Scorn of thoſe thar condufted her, 
who look d upon them ay an effect of her ſat, 
ar 
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and wane of Courage. The Marchioneſs bei 
likewiſe carry d to Bo/ogna, her Husband u 
to have her committed to the Common Priton, 
notwithſtanding the Wound ſhe had received; bur 
her Father, who, as well by his Extraction as his 
Eſtate, made a confiderable Figure in that City, 
ild ſo far with the Governour, as to have 
confined in the Caltle, So uncommon an Ad- 
venture, which had happen d betwixt Perſons of 
the beſt Quality, made no ſmall noiſe in thoſe 
Parts, each Party engaging all the Friends they 
could to maintain their Cauſe , what ſtood the 
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Marqueſs in the greateſt ſtead, to perſwade the 


World that his Accuſarion was ill grounded, was 
the itreſiſtible Charms of Si,]; ] moſt of the 
Ladies who had the Curioſity to viſit him in Pri- 
ſon, left their Hearts captivated with him; and 
there were but few among them all, but what 
felt the ſame tender Sentiments for him, as the 
Fair Marchioneſs bad done: But after all this, 
tho' moſt People thougbt her not Innocent, yer 
her Father's Intereft was ſuch, as was thought 
_ would incline the Ballance on his fide, and the 
Marqueſs had certain intelligence given him, that 
the iſſioners appoi to tiy this Cauſe, 
were forthe molt part inclined toacquir the Mat- 
chioneſs and Sytvio. He was under the greateſt 
Perplexity and Trouble that can well be imagin'd, 
for knowing his All Jay at ſtake, he found him- 
ſelf reduced to an abſolute neceſſity of maintain- 
ing to the utmoſt of his Power, what he had 


begun with ſo much Violence, and ſo little Cir- 
cumſpeftion: Ar laſt it came into his Head, that 


to counterpoize his Wife's Party, he would peti- 
tion the Governor, that the Commiſſioners ſhoul 
not be all Italiant; but that Me being a Foreigner, 
one half of them ſhould be his Countrymen,accord- 
ing to the Law of that Country, it being a thing

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that had frequently, and not without very good 

tea ſons, been prattis'd in the Bo/vgne/e. The Count 

of Bentiuaglio, Governor ot Bologna, granted his 
Requeſt.and at the ſame time, both. the Father and 

the Husband of the Fair Marchioneſs, left the 
choice of them to the Governor's diſpoſal. 

The wuole Town appear d at the Caſtle at the 

day of this Tryal, in expectation of the Iſſue 
thereof, (for the Marchioneſs being all this while 
detain'd a Priſoner there, the Governor thought 

this the moſt convenient place tor it) there was 

ſo numerous an Aſſembly of all Degrees and Ages, 
tat the like had not been ſeen in many Years be- 

fore. The Fair Marchioneſs was brought in clad 

in Mourning, a Dreſs ſhe judged moſt ſuitable to 

her pteſent Unfortunate Circumſtances ſhe look- 

ed very pale, by reaſon of ner Wounds and Trou- 

bles z but ſhe appear'd/nevertheleſs Charming to 

all that beheld her: Her Father, a Perſon venera- 

ble for his Age and his goodly Mien, conducted 
ber by the Hand, follow'd by a good number of 
Gentlemen belonging to the fame Family. 5/10 

was: brought in thro another door, loaden with 
Irons and Chains; but moſt: of thoſe that tock a 
full view:of him, thought him (even in this diſ- 
mal condition) more quali d to make others wear 
his Chains, than io carty them himſelf. Both theſe 
pretended Criminals coming before thoſe. that 
were to be their Judges, with Eyes full of Tears, 

and their Hearts ready to break with Sighs, My 
Lords, ſaid the Marchyoneſs, I implore both 
your Juſtice and Compaſſion; I am Unfortunate 
without being Guilty; Heayen is Witneſs of my 
Innocence, he that proſ6cutes-me at this time 
with ſo much Violence. and with ſo little Ke- 
ſp:& to my Honeur and Reputation, has at the 
moſt, nothing but bare Surmiſes io found his 
| Accuſapion upon, . 
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Before Sylvio could begin to ſpeak in his own 
detence, the Marqueſs Becurelli ſtood up, as did 
alſo the two Gentlemen, who had ſeen bis Lady 
in Syuios Bed-chamber, and holding the Pitture 
ſhe had put into his Pocket, and which they had 
found upon him, in his Hand; Look here, /aid
